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New business is 


in step with the tim

BOYNE CITY — The downturn 
in the automotive industry locally be- 
came an opportunity for former auto 
employees to shift gears and head 
into business on their own. 

Area residents Mike Lange and 
Tom Monley (the Monley of the 
Boyne City Song fame) are partners 
in a new business known as Kirtland 
Products, LLC. A third partner, Leon 
Tupper of Areté Industries headquar- 
tered in Southfield, is also a former 
automotive industry employee. 

Kirtland Products, LLC is in the 
business of manufacturing wood pel- 
lets for home and commercial heat- 
ing use. The idea arose when the 
three men put their heads together 
and explored possibilities. 

“It was one of 50 ideas we put 
down on a piece of paper,” Monley 
said. “I got excited when I read about 
pellets on the Internet. It’s a local re- 
source, it’s renewable and sustaina- 
ble and it will create local jobs.” 


Monley said the state.of Michigan - 


gives tax credits to consumers of the 
clean energy. 

Lange said he is happy to bring a 
new business to Boyne City. 

“Leon and Tom and I have been as- 
sociates in the auto industry for some 
time. We began batting ideas around 
and thinking outside of the box to 
come up with a sustainable industry 
to bring back into Boyne. Leon said 
we might want to look into.the wood 
pellets industry. At first I felt a mix- 
ture of skepticism and optimism.” 

A bit of research bolstered the idea 
for the businessmen. , 

“The demand for pellets exceeds 
the supply,” Lange said on Nov. 26, 
from his office.in the Air Industrial 
Park. “Out of 80 registered pellet fuel 
manufacturers only one has current 
fuel product availability, according to 
the Pellet Fuel Institute.” 

The company recently became in- 


bagi 
a 


corporated through the state of Mich- 
igan and gained conditional use ap- 
proval from Boyne City to locate in 
the industrial park. 


The owners of Kirtland Products - 


say that Boyne City is a business- 
friendly community and that the city 
staff and officials have been coopera- 
tive and helpful. 

“Boyne cares about its people and 
we’ve suffered some hits lately to the 
employee base,” Lange said. “About 
100 people have lost their jobs in 
Boyne City.” 

Monley estimates that Kirtland

Products, LLC will employ about 25 
people in its office and plant and 
another 40 workers in harvesting and 
transporting the wood. 

Lange has lived in the area for 15 
years. He and his wife, Rachel, have 
three sons who attend Boyne Falls 
Public Schools. Monley has lived in 
the area for 29 years and worked in 
Boyne City since 1985. He has two- 
children who attend school in Petos- 
key. Tupper is familiar with the area 
and also thinks it is a viable ciate 
for business.

County 
takes 
comments

' CHARLEVOIX —- The county Land 
Use Plan is moving through the cities 
and townships’ comment period. The 
planning director and commissioners 
are familiarizing local government offi- 
cials with the process for the eventual 
adoption of the plan. 

The governmental comment period 
ends on Jan. 7, 2009, and after that the 
planning commissioners will review the 
comments and make any changes need- 
ed. 

‘The next stage is a time for public 
comment and a public hearing will be 
held in early February. Comments from 
the public hearing will also be reviewed 
and changes made as necessary. 

Planning director Larry Sullivan 
stressed that the county Land Use Plan 
does not address countywide zoning. 

“The plan is not intended to be a zon- 
ing plan and there is no intention for it to 
lead to countywide zoning,” Sullivan 
said. 


“We think it will provide the town- - 


ships, villages and cities in Charlevoix 
County with the big picture, not only 
what’s going on within their boundaries, 
but the big picture. Townships will be 
able to see what other townships are 
doing.” 

The county can move on to a farmland 
preservation ordinance once the Land 
Use. Plan is in place, Sullivan said.

Company 
suffers 
employee 
shortage

BOYNE CITY — Here’s a problem one doesn’t expect 
to find in Michigan in the fall of 2008: A flourishing busi- 
ness having trouble finding employees. 

Such is the case for Chip Schwein, owner of Phoenix 
Trailers in East Jordan. 

Schwein is enthusiastic about the trailers they manufac- 
ture, describing it as, “Specialty stuff, custom, challenging 
stuff, Fun stu 

His proximity to the market place is very important be- 
cause shipping the trailers is costly. Currently about 70 
percent of the fabrication of the trailers is done by a remote 
manufacturer in Tullahoma, Tenn., but Schwein would 
like to some day be able to do all the East Jordan location 
fabrication in East Jordan, employing 30 or 40 people. 


Phoenix Trailers has already expanded two times its - 


original size. It has ground-up fabricating, finishing and 
distribution facilities, and employs general and skilled la- 
borers. Currently it employs six general and skilled la- 
borers. It needs nine or ten more. 


“We are ungodly busy,” Schwein said, adding that his - 


current staff has more overtime than they can handle at 


times. “Overall the marine industry this year is off 40-50 - 


percent. (Our business) i is up eight to ten percent over last 


| year. I am just not going to participate in a downturn. We 


have done what we can to be aggressive and pick up a 
share of the market. 

“The industry is still going to be there. This is a cyclical, 
seasonal industry. The only way to overcome the nature of 
the industry is to increase our market share. We should 
grow, hire and train in the off-season. A slow time is a 
good time to grow. 

“Do we have to work harder, be more creative, be 
smarter? Yeah, all of that,” Schwein said. But a good work 
ethic combined with a great business plan is only: part of 
the battle, Schwein acknowleged - the other part is a good 
work force. 

With plant closings and lay-offs, one would think under- 
staffing would be a moot point. 

“My 10¢ worth? The best employees have moved in 
pursuit of opportunity,” Schwein said, adding that

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East Jordan Public Schools board briefs 


At its regular meeting on Monday, 
Nov. 17, the Board of Education lis- 
tened to a presentation about the 
fourth, fifth and sixth grade “Math- 
lete” prograrn. The Mathilete program 
has a focus on basic skill develop- 
ment, while providing many incen- 
tives for student mathletes who master 
the fundamental basic skills. The pro- 
gram was developed with funding 
provided by a generous grant from 
The Malpass Foundation. 

The Board authorized the establish- 
ment of an after-school snack program 
at the Elementary and High Schools. 
Business Manager Brian Olszewski 
explained that the district was in the 
unique position of being able to offer 


district students, because more than 50 
percent of the students in the Elemen- 
tary School qualify for free and/or re- 
duced Junch subsidies. ; 

Reimbursement for the program 
will be provided by the Federal School 
Lunch Program. The program is ex- 
pected to begin on Dec. 1. 

Brian Olszewski and Superintend- 
ent Chip Hansen updated the board 
on the district’s potential for moving 
to a summer tax collection process 
in 2009. The district is working to- 
ward collecting 50 percent of the 18- 
mill non-homestead, debt retirement 
and building and site sinking fund 
levies in a summer collection, as op- 
posed to the current winter collec- 
tion. 


Such a collection would allow the 
school district to significantly reduce 
the amount of money that is bor- 
towed each year against anticipated 
State Aid, while also substantially re- 
ducing the district’s interest expense 
obligations associated with the bor- 
rowing. Mr. Olszewski reported that 


the City of East Jordan and Eveline — 


and South Arm townships have been 
receptive to the concept, and are cur- 
rently discussing the per-parcel col- 
lection fees that will be associated 
with a summer collection. The board 
is expected to make a decision rel- 
ative to the summer tax collection 
process in December. It approved a 
resolution authorizing the public no- 
tice of their December regular meet- 


ing, at which time they will consider 
a resolution to impose a summer tax 
levy of 50 percent of its annual 
school property taxes. : 

The Board authorized the inclusion 
of Wells Fargo as a district depository, 
in association with the district’s new 
403(b) plan. 

The Board appointed Bonnie 
Grover to a part-time student supervi- 
sion position in the after-school Kids’ 
Club program.

Kirtland plans to use 
primarily Jack Pine 
trees as the source for 
the pellets. The Michi- 
gan Department of Nat- 
ural Resources recom- 
mended Jack Pine for 
various reasons, Lange 
said. For one, it is not a 
straight growing tree 
and is a bad choice for 
lumber. 

Another reason in- 
volves the Kirtland’s 
Warbler, a species of 


bird that nest only on 


_the ground near the 


lower branches of large 
stands of young Jack 
Pines that are five to 20 
feet tall and: six to 22- 
years-old, according. to 
the MDNR. The birds 
need low branches near 
the ground to help con- 
ceal their nests. Before 
the trees are six years 
old, the lower branches 
are not large enough to 
hide the nests. After 15 
years, these lower 
branches begin to die.
